Jackson, Ky., May 28.—Early last1 


evening a body of about sixty armed 
men' were noticed in Jackson.

each other. 


At midnight the prowlers began to

The guards com- 
manded them to halt, 'i'hey refused 
and in reply fired several shots. 


The guards returned the fire. The 


prowlers ran about a hundred yards 
further and fired again. The guards 
then poured three volleys into 'them 
in rapid

jects were discovered on the north 
side of the jail and the guards fired 
again and killed a cow. A few mo 
ments before the firing a flash

lightning revealed a squad of men in 
the hills in the rear of the jail. I

and the troops prepared to give anj 
comers a hot reception, but a terrifi 
storm was raging and it was abso 
lutely so dark that no further dem 
onstration was made.

TO IMPROVE CONSTABULARY. 


Washington, May 28.—The war de- 


partment is giving serious considera- 
tion to a proposition that has coine 
through Colonel Edwards, chief of 
the bureau of insular affairs, from 
Gen. Henry T. Allen, chief 
of the 


Philippine constabulary, looking to 
the improvement of that service. 
General Allen believes that a fine ca- 
reer offers in the constabulary for 
graduates of the American military 
schools who have any special apti- 
tude for military work. He believes 
that fifteen or twenty 
such young 


men annually. could be placed in the 
constabulary as officers to the advan- 
tage of the service and of those se- 
lected. While at first the men ap- 
pointed would not be as valuable as 
the highest grade of non-commis- 
sioned officers who already have had 
service in the Philippines, General 
Allen feels that in the long run they 
would be superior to the class of men 
who are now entering the service. 
The pay and emoluments are to be 
increased. At present the pay runs 
from $800 to $000 for a third lieu- 
tenant to $1,200 to $1,600 for a cap- 
tain, besides which the allowances 
ara ample for house rent and there 
are no hospital expenses. 


Owing to the number of statioas 


the percentage of officers in the con- 
stabulary is-large. Their duties are 
much more responsible and varied 
than that of corresponding, grades in 
the 'regular service. Heretofore the 
department has pursued the plan oil 
allowing the Philippine governmeut 
to select all its. constabulary officers, 
preference being given to discharged 
soldiers who have picked up a knowl- 
edge of Spanish and 
Tagalog and 


have become -acquainted with 
the 


country through their military serv- 
ice. 
It is not intended to depart from 


this policy to any considerable degree 
but it is probable that General Al- 
len's suggestion will be accepted as a 
means of elevating the personnel of 
the constabulary.

Hundreds of big trees were broken 
off, scores of dwelling houses were 
blown from their foundations 
and 


several destroyed. Houses

Muct damage 
was- done in the country to growing 
crops, buildings and fences.

accompanied the wind. It is thought 
the loss in this city and county will 
be $100.000.

Immense damage to crops, destruc-

swept over the northeastern portion 
of the state yesterday, passing over 
this city shortly after noon. 
Tha 


damage in Fort Wayne was not ex* 
tensive as the most violent part of the 
storm passed over to the west of the 
city in a northeast direction. Heavy 
hail is reported from Whitley, north- 
eastern Allen and DeKalb counties, 
' causing extensive 'damage to young- 
grain and vegetables, aiid hail stones 
as, large as hen's eggs fell at Ossiaii, 
and other towns south and west. 


The tornado was most violent ap- 


parently along the line that divides 
Steubeu and DeKalb counties, where 
trees, barns and fences were leveled, 
and the crops badly damaged. Tele- 
phone connection with many of the 
towns was cut off. 


The path of the tornado was nar- 


row, and after traversing the north- 
eastern counties 
of the state the 


course changed to the-east and with 
gathering violence the storm swept 
over the northern part of Ohio, where 
the damage was more extensive than 
in this state. The damage along the 
Wabash and Nickel Plate roads was 
very heavy, and the telegraph ser- 
vice suffered extensively. 
A tele- 


graph tower at Napoleon, 0., was 
struck and burned to the ground, and 
the service at Bellevue, 0., on the 
Nickel Plate was put out of business 
altogether.

OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


To the Mayor and Common Council: 


Your committee on streets and alleys 


herein reports that it met with the board 
of public works upon tho petition to widen 
Creighton avenue, from Holton avenue to 
John street. The committee and board vis- 
ited the grounds and find that the street is 
narrow, as set out in the petition, but like- 
wise finds that to grant the petition just as 
prayed for to be almost an Impossibility. 
First, the petitioners ask to have the- wires 
on tho street put under ground. This is un- 
reasonable, if not legally Impossible, be- 
cause of the enormous expense attending 
th« work. To remove the poles of the tele- 
phone company from off the street to some 
other street or alley In likewise impossible, 
for the reason of there being no other alley 
or street in which the poles can bo located 
and furnish patrons with 'phones on Orelgh 
ton avenue. As to the Electric Light com- 
pany, Its wires can be accommodated by 
other poles near at hand, or by stringing 
the same on telephone poles, which the tele- 
phone company is willing that It should do. 
To romody the matter, the committee recom- 
mends that the board of public works set out 
tho curb on each side of the street one foot, 
thereby making the street twenty-six feet 
wide; that the telephone company be in- 
structed by the board of public works to 
move its poles back to such a distance as 
will' leave a clear gutter, and as little ob- 
struction to the brick sidewalk as possible, 
and to that end the committee recommends 
that the side of the polo along tho gutter 
ha flattened; that the. poleu bo properly 
dressed and trimmed -so as to present a nice 
appearance. 


That the Electric Light company be re- 


quired to transfer its wires to other polos 
owned by it or mako use of the telephone 
poles, and remove its poles from cff the 
street.

natural pleasure* or mental profit. We are 
deprived of the enjoyment of the fiabbith it 
horn* with oar families. Twelve hours eirh 
day and *eren day* each week, OB through 
th« year, and, in the «a»* of the veterans of 
the force, year after year, we pursue the sasae 
monotonous round. When to this Mnrlot of 
Ighty-four hours a week— twenty-four hour*. 
and In many caaei thirty hour* more than 
most men work — is added the hour* of spsc- 
al duty, which Is performed without spec- 
ial remuneration, It will b« readily" seen and 
at once admitted that scarcely any calling 
Imposes upon Its followers the long hours of 
service that are imposed by patrol duty 
under the two-platoon eystem as prevailing 
in Fort Wayne. 


Now. bearing In mind the number of hours 


we regularly work. In all kinds of weather, 
without relief or favor, w« believe you will 
concede that the sum of seventeen and a 
fraction cent* per hour 1*. to say the least, 
meaner pay for the labor performed. When 
addition Is made of the hours of special 
duty, performed in various ways, the time 
frequently spent by all patrolmen in service 
as witnesses in police court, the average 
rate per hour will be cut very much below 
the sum of seventeen cents. 


We would respectfully address to your no- 


tice the fact— of which no man Is Ignorant— 
that while for many years our pay has re- 
mained stationary, the price of the necessar- 
ies of life have gone up from 20 per cent. 
to 100 per cent., and to a higher general 
level of about 40 per cent. During the past 
few months the practice has become general 
among all great corporations to raise the 
wages of their employes in amounts ranging 
from 10 per cent, to 15 per cent. We be- 
lieve the great corporation of tho c'ty of 
Fort Wayne should recognize the just ten- 
dency of the times and raise the pay of its 
patrolmen. 


We can appeal in safety and with prido to 


the records of ,the police department for 
voucher to the faithfulness and efficiency of 
our service and challenge comparison with 
any city of this class for ratio of crime so 
low as in Fort Wayne. 


We, therefore, pray your honorable body 


for an increase of 15 por cent, of our oal- 
arie:, which Is equal to a fraction of over 
twenty cents an hour, believing such In- 
crease is our just due and portion of tho 
prosperous times and tho merit of our faith- 
ful duty.
